London, Oct. The letter of Mr. 
Moreton Frewen, the well-known Kng- 
lish economist, which appeared in yes- 
terday's Times and was briefly referred 
t^ in last night's., dispatches, has caused 
considerable stir in financial circles. 
The letter bears date of Chicago, October 
17. Mr. Frewen says in part: Is'ever 
before in any election was the strife of 
tongues, the clash of authoritiea so be- 
wildering. InXew York not merely the 
business communityi but all the shrewd 
est political bosses are unsbakea in the 
conviction that fifajbr McKinley must 
inevitably win. Mi-. Bourke Cochran, a 
Demdcrat, arrived here this morning 
from the West, having addressed im- 
mense crowds at St. Louis, Omaha, Kan- 
sas City, Grand Kapide and elsewhere 
in the interest of Mcivinley. Mr. Coch- 
ran assures mo that JSlr. Bryan has no 
chance whatever, and that he is likely 
to lose even such a Democratic Btrong- 
hold as Missouri, 

Again, one of the most astute of Dem- 
ocratic senators for a state which lies 
between the lieadwftters of the Ohio and 
Lake Erie, believes thatMajor McKinley 
will carry every state north of the Ten- 
nessee border, and east of Colorado. He 
will,^ according to thissenator, carry the 
doubtful states of Maryland, W^st Vir- 
ginia and Delaware, but from the furth- 
(er.we^t it is his,view that McKinley will 
.win Nehraaka by 2,000; niinois by GO,- 
C30 and Iowa by 12,000. This morning 
,the most uncompromising of mono-me- 
tallists in President Cleveland's cabinet, 
Mr. Sterling Morton, reached this city 
from his own state, Xebraaka, and is re- 
ported credibly as declaring that any 
man who believes that McKinley can 
carry Nebraska is a fool. 

.Senator Jones, of Arkansas, who is 
the manager of the JJryan campaign, has 
been good enough to go closely into his 
electoral estimates with me. A year 
since, when all the Eastern press were 
declaring free silver to be dead, this 
Senator was nevertheless certain that 
the next. Democratic national conven- 
tion would adopt a fi-ee coinage plank. 
Such a forecast, at siich a time, seemed 
ludicrous, but it was abundantly justi- 
fied by the event. To-day, Senator 
Jones, ia equally certain that Mr. Br.yan 
will win and win by a large majority. 
The number of Republican secedera in 
what have liitherto been Republican 
strongholds, are bucIi as to discourage 
the most ardent of .McKinley supporters. 

In whole counties the Republican 
farmers appear now to be actively can- 
vassing for Mr. Bryan. I have accom- 
panied, during the past few days that 
distinguished Republican bolter, Senator 
Teller, to his country meetings. These 
meetingsswarm witliRepublican farmers, 
who listen with rajit attention as to some 
great preacher. Mr. Bryan arrived after 
midnight yesterday at Aberdeen in 
North Dakota, and addressed three im- 
mense open air meetings of farmers, 
speaking for three hours tiy the glare of 
torchlights. 

What are we to gather from such 
conditions as these? Tlie situation seems 
to resolve itself into this: Tlie South is 
likely to give !Mr. Bryan 1.5t;, Ihe Webt 
KiO, or 21() out of a necessary 224. 
Therefore McKinley must carry all of 
the seven central states to bo safe; 
whereas, if iMr. llryan wins the smallest 
of these states (Minnesota) the Presiden- 
tial prize is his. Should he, however, 
lose from his api)arently safe column, 
Oregon, Wyoming, West Virginia, Mary- 
land and Delaware, states whicli are less 
fiafe than the others, and win Jliniiesota, 
Michigan and Indiana, he will then be 
elected, with six votes to spare. To win 
the Presidential election, McKin|ey 
clearly must carry Illinois, whereas Mr. 
Bryan, should ho win Blichigan and In- 
diana, will not need Illinois, At such a 
crisis it is the part of wisdom for the 
iiritish press to advise our investors not 
to be one whit dismayed if Mr. Bryan is 
elected. , 

Wasiii.n-gtok, Oct. 29.— Secretary Ed- 
gerton, of the Populist National Com- 
mittee, to-day, issued the following 
statement: "The preposterous claims 
made by the Bepublican committee in 
regard to the election of McKinley are 
made with the ideas of fraud in all the 
doubttul States. McKinley, on a fair 
vote, is beaten now by an overwhelming 
majority. The Repiililicana realize this. 
Yet in the facd of this they make claims 
of an enormous majority lor McKinley, 
but give no figures to back up their 
claims. They depend upon outright 
purchase of votes and eleciion boards to 
furnish maiorities they are predicting." 

Mr. J^dgerton then cited a number of 
states as claimed by the Republicans and 
presents counter claims and li.(;ures to 
show that they will ho carried by Bryan, 
and continues : " Why do they make 
those claims? Simply because they are 
deiiending, riot On any evidence which 
they now have of victory for McKinley, 
but on what they think Hann%'s im- 
mense campaign fund may do. "We have 
evidence that in the election next Tues- 
day fraud will be attempted on the most 
stupendous scale over known in Ameri- 
can politics. One plan is to buy up 
election boards and wherever jiossi- 
ble to actually falsify the returns. But 
the plan on which they dejjoud most is 
as follows : In each precinct of each of 
the doubtful states they will buy up un- 
purchaseable men. in this wiiy ; they 
will give a man $10 or $15 and pledge 
him that after election they will give 
liiin so much more if he holds the vote 
of that precinct to a certain liguro. 
They will buy as many men in each pre- 
cinct as they can find who will be for 
sale. Already, in each ol the doubtful 



states they have cappers bouglit up b 
the hundreds to handle Repiiblica' 
money for the next few day 
before election and on election 
day, and the plan will be, nc 
to buy men outright, but to giv 
them BO much money witii a pledge to 
double the amount if they hold the vote 
of that precinct to a certain figure. We 
have indisputable evidence that this ia 
the plan on which iNIark Ilanna and hi 
underlings place their final dependence 
If he does not contemplate wholesale 
bribery in the election, why has he col- 
lected such an immense campaign fund 
a fund which probably already reaches 
many millions of dollars. . He cannot 
spend BO' much' mdney'for , the legitimate 
expenses of the campaign. Then, for 
what purpose does he intend to use it, if 
not for wholesale bribery? " 

The anticipation of what this money 
may do furiiishca the basis, but only the 
basis, for the claims wliich the Republi- 
can managers are now making. 

Cmc.\c;o, Oct. 2<J.— Senator Butler, 
cliairiiian of the Populist National (3om- 
niitteo, who arrived here last night, has 
with vice-Cliiunnan 'A'ashburn been 
in consultation, with Chuirman Jones of 
the Democratic committee much of the 
time to-day. They have gone over the 
details of the campaign at considerable 
longtli together. They authorise 
statement, but it is understood that they 
agree in classing Minnesota, Michigan 
and Indiana as a certainty for Bryan. 
Much time was spent in discussing the 
aspect as afTected. by the Populist vote 
and Senator Jones was assured by 
Messrs. Butler and Washburn that that 
vote would be practically unanimous for 
Bryan. 

" It is," said Senator Butler, 
better shape than we could have hoped 
for at the beginning of the campaign 
There are, to bo sure a few States in 
which fusion has not been arranged, but 
there has been no failure in any .State 
where Mr. Bryan's chances could be im 
lierilled by failure." 

Mr. Jones was also assured that there 
need be no apprehension that Mr. Wat- 
son would do anything to imperil Mr.

Washington, Oct. SO;— An address was 
issued from the Democratic congressional 
committee headquarters to-night, to the 
voters of the United States, which, in 
part, says: "In the preliminary battle, 
tlie t)eoj)le have already won. In spite 
of an expenditure of money so largo 
that the civilized world stands ap- 
palled at its magnitude, to-day a large 
majority of the people of the United 
Statea are in open revolt against the 
mercilesa gold standard and the domina- 
tion of the country by the syndi- 
cated -wealth of Europe trnd America, 
interested in securing or preventing leg- 
islation and in controlling the execution 
of the laws in-their interest. All that is 
IK ceesary to secure the. registration of 
the people's will is to see that every 
voter polls his vote. Many of the mil- 
lions collected by the syndicates have 
been reserved for election dav. Beaten 
at every point, the last resort of money 
is to buy the ballot of the voter by pur- 
chasing his absence from the polls, or to 
coerce his vote by intimidation. To 
iirevent this is jiossible if every patriot 
will do liis duty."

In tiio construction of the road 
a nice ledge of quartz was uncovered on

Mr. Brown brought witli''\h'|in some 
very fine samples of quarts! from ii vein 
recently opened on the Onbir claim, be- 
longing to the Quadra company's group 
of mines.

There was adefieitou revenue account 
for lS'J5-i; of .$300,000. For the preceding 
twelve months there had hcen a deficit 
of $4,153,876. The cause of this latter 
heavy shortage is well understood. In 
the session of 1894 there had been a re- 
vision In the tariff, and a vei^ general 
scalini! down of cnstoma taxation. As a 
result, there having been also a decline 
in the total value of imported merchan- 
dise, in tlie ensuing twelve months, 
there was a falling oU' in the revenue 
from .f30,37 l,000 in 1893-4, to $33,978,000 
in 1894-5. 

In the session of 1S05 Mr. Foster, as 
Finance Minister, laid before parliament 

Elans for making; up the deficit, and 
ringin;,' about an equilibrium between 
income and outgo. A customs duty was 
put on raw sugar, and some modifica- 
tions were made in other schedules. 
The eatiiaatea of the expenditure were 
also cut down. The result is seen in tlie 
returns for 1895-6, given above. There 
was a reduction in the ordinary ex- 
penditure, compared with 1894-5, of 
over a million dollars, and an increase 
in the revenue of $2,700,000. With the 
charges of an unexpected general elec- 
tion added to the total of his calcula- 
tions, the Finance Minister only fell 
!f;3G3.-lSl behind. The miscalculation 
was a very small one. It is nothing to 
what Mr,' Fielding will be credited with 
when the present year's accounts are 
adjusted. 

in eighteen years out oE the twenty- 
nine since Confederation, it may be add- 
ed, there have been surpluses o£ revenue 
over e.^:penditure on Consolidated Fund 
account. Their total amounted to .tSO,- 
873,009. In eleven there have been de- 
ficits, aggregating altogether $22,582,538, 
The net excess of receipts over ordinary 
expenditure during the time has, there- 
fore, been over seventeen million dollars, 
wiiich has been expended in public 
works, aiding the construction of rail- 
ways, etc. 

To tiie Conpolidatsd Fund expenditure 
is to bo added a sum of $4,340,838, spent 
on capital account— that is, out of oor- 
rowea money. It went for the following 
services :

The latter item not many will cavil at. 
At the time it was resolved to make the 
expenditure it represents, there was an 
apparent serious danger that the military 
forces of the country would be called on 
to set in its defence. It was deemed 
necessary to put them in a position, as 
•to prmament and equipment, that would 
enable them to undertake such a duty 
with the best prospects of success. Past 
neglect in an important respect had to 
bo suddenly made up for, and the 
process cost money. The items for 
public works, railway and canals, 
ihe latter especially represent gener- 
JiUy expenditure on undertakini^s of 
immediate importance to the commer- 
cial interests of the country. To some 
extent the same thing can be said also 
of the sum paid out for railroad subsi- 
-diea, .^804, 715. The total Dominion ex- 
penditure on this item, since the plan of 
^giving such subsidies was inaugurated, 
•up to the closeof 1895-G, was $13,321,880. 
Practically it represents an increase of 
the national debt to that amount. It is 
a (|ue3tio;i whether it is not time for 
parliament to stop or, at least, greatly 
le 'uce such grants". 

T 10 increase in the public debt on the 
ye.ir, as a result of tlie expenditure nn- 
uur the two heads, has been live million 
dollary, a very c:onsi<lerablu sum, but one 
that, unfortunately, ia likely to be ex- 
ceeded in LSIio-7. The rjvenuo of 
(317,484 for 1895-0 (\aunot bo [greatly 
augmented during the current twelvi! 
months, even after tlie increases in the 
customs duties that will have to be made 
during the tarill" revision, if it ia in- 
tended to avoid deficits many times 
larger than Mr. Foster was rbspoasible 
for last year. The e.Kpenditure for 1896-7, 
as indicated by the estimates, will be 
tilo eto, if it does not exceed, forty-five 
million dollars. Instead of an addition 
of five millions to the debt, Mr. Fielding, 
in Ilia lirst year, ia likely to add nine or 
ten millions. 



LOST IN THE WILDEENESS. 

Ben. Wrede, a Former Victorian, Missing In 
tlie' Inhospitable Wastes of 
Omineca. 

Mr. Een. Wrede, formerly a resident 
of Victoria, and afterwards hotelkeeper 
in Vancouver and at Lardeau, is report- 
ed lost in the northern portion of the 
province. On the 4th of March last 
Wrede wrote under date p( Bear Lake, 
outer post, that he was just about to 
start with two sleiKhs on a ^00 miletrip, 
to try and find a more 'pcofitable placer 
district than the one he had been in. 
Since that time, so far as known, no one 
has seen or heard of him and the belief 
ia general that ho has been lost. When 
he started on the tri[) the thermoraoter 
was 00 below zero, but ho wrote that he 
was in good healtti. It is thought ho 
may have succumbed to the cold or met 
with an accident on some ono of the 
many rivers in the Omineca country. 

The following letter was received the 
other day by Mrs. Wrede in Vancouver 
from the' Hudson's Bay Co.'a agent at 
Stuart's Lake. 

Hudson's Bay Co., 
Stuart's L.mck, Otli Oct., 189G. 

Dear Madame:— I am sorry to inform 
you that Votalle LeFort, a gold prospec- 
tor heie, thinks that your husband is 
lost, as be baa not been seen since last 
March. He made an appointment with 
Vetalle and another man by the 
name of Murdock to meet at a 
certain place on tho headwaters of one 
of the branches of the Finlay river, but 
although they waited at this i)lace for 
several days, and saw some of Mr. 
Wrede's camps, he did not turn up. 
They then thought ho had taken some 
other trail, so they left and came to the 
Hudson Bay Oo.'s post on tho Finlay 
river. I have received late news from 
this post and Mr. Wrede had not then 
put in an appearance, neither has ho 
turned up at any other of the company's 
posts that I have heard of. 

Sympathizing with you in your be- 
reavement, I remain.

F. W. Behnsen here in the hope that he 
may discover from some ot the old 
pioneers of Omineca what were the 
cbances of Mr. Wrede's present safety.

N, Co., who spent several years in the 
region Mr. Wrede was prospecting in, 
believes there is still a chance, of Mr. 
Wrede being alive, as he may have taken 
a different course from what ho intended 
on setting out. Anyone who can throw 
light on the subject of his whereabouts 
would confer a kindness by communi- 
cating with Mr. Behnsen or with Mrs 
AVrede, at Vancouver.

On the ar- 
rival ot the ministers ah address of wel- 
come will be presented by the mayor on 
behalf of the corporation, and appoint- 
ments will 1)0 mtide to meet the board of 
trade and other committees. Itis thought 
the ministers will arriye.in Westminster 
some time next 'Week — ^but the day is 
not known.

It 
is calculated that all will be in readiness 
for the new machinery in about three 
weeks, 

Gil)aon I'i Smith have made many ini- 
proveiiieiits on the Slocan Boy and Snow 
Storm. On the Day Dawn they are driv- 
ing a tunnel to tap the lead. 

M. McDonald, of Calgary, baa a splen- 
did specimen of galena from the Little 
Mack in the Slocan, about sixteen miles 
from Kaelo. 

J'/. N. Bouche has returned from Sal- 
mon river, where he spent four days 
sampling ore from the Tamarac, Dinner 
Bucket, Gold Pan and liacatani mineral 
claims, sitiKited on the main .^uliiion, 
near the Wild Horse trail, one and one- 
half miles from the railway. The initial 
location 01 tiie group is the Tamarac. 
On this the average of a sample of 75 
pounds was .^2,") in gold. Three of the 
assays went ff 'SS, .'f74 and .$511 in gold. 
The lead crops for 100 feet with an aver- 
age width of four feet. The ore is ouart/. 
and arsenic pyrites, and will pan out 
free gold. The vein runs through a 
formation of syenite and bird's eve 
porphyry. 

One of the biggest ore bodies in tlie 
camp baa been shown to exist on the 
Cliff, which is developed by three tun- 
nels, one above the other, on the same 
vein. Above the third there is a good 
surface showing. A body of ore 30 feet 
wide has been utripped to about 100 feet 
in length. -Vsaays ironi the surface run 
from !f 10 to ^40 in gold and as high as 20 
per cent, in copper has been got. 

Some good looking galena was brought 
up on .Saturday in'ght from the Coj)per 
ISelle, one o[ the chiinia of the Waneta 
and Trail Creek Gold Mining Co. 

On the Ivanlioo the sliaft is down ?>0 
feet. Aaaays of late have been im- 
proving. 

Ore aliipments this month via North- 
port have been much smaller than 
usual, amounting to only about iflSjGOO 
worth from Le Roi. All the other mines 
are awaiting the advent of the Iteil 
Mountain railway, which, it is anticipat- 
ed, will naturally lower the freight 
charges. Additional plant has been 
ordered for tho Trail smelter, and when 
that is installed its capacity will run up 
to about (100 tons jier day. Mining 
operationa on Le lioi and War lOag'ie 
have not been i)uahed so viuorously 
lately, with the result that the Columbia 
ct Western railway is reducing somewhat 
the quantity of ore on hand. 

The Caledonia Consolidated is to be 
reincorporated for .^1,000,000, instead of 
500,000, as at present, which will lead 
to the development of a very promisilJg 
claim.

THE ORGAN CniLDISE. 

The Times of Thursday contains a 
number of exceedinKly silly editorial 
paracraphs on the speeches that were 
delivered at the meeting held in the 
Conservative Club room on the previous 
evening. Those speeches must have 
been uncommonly sound and Bensible 
vhea the Grit organ caa find nothing 
really worth reading to say respecting 
the statements they contained. 

Our contemporary expects the i)eoi)lo 
to give the new Government credit for 
"renewed commercial prosperity in 
every part of Canada," indications of 
vrhicb, ^as. Sir Charles Hibbert Tapper 
believes, are to be discerned. The 
people of Canad.i are not such fools as to 
do anything of the kind. It would be as 
reasonable to expect them to give Mr. 
Laurier and his colleagues credit for the 
fine weather we have had lately as to 
believe that they have had anything 
whatever to do with the improvement 
in trade that Sir EEibbert Tapper or any- 
one else may have seen. The Liberal 
Government have left all matters relat- 
ing to tr.ide and comiiiorce, so far aa im- 
mediate action is concerned, strictly 
alone. They have allowed tlie National 
Policy to continue in operation unchang- 
ed. If, then, trade has improved iu 
Canada of late the improve- 
ment is dtie, aa far as it 
has been aflfectedby Government action, 
to tlie Coascrvative policy which the 
Liberala liave condemned, and vvliich 
they projiose to change. The threatened 
interference han had an injariouB effect 
— as all uncertainty has — on trade so 
thafcif timea have improved during the 
last three months or eo it has been in 
apite of tlio attitude assumed by the 
Liberal (.ioverriment. 

If tlio Tiiiios claims credit for the Gov- 
eninient because they have not meddleil 
with the Conaervative tarill, we cheer- 
fully admit that they are entitled. to 
commendation, and if they continue to 
refrain from tinkering it they will act 
wisely and for the good of the people 
of Canada. But the Times Euppoits 
the Government because they have 
]iromised to do away with the National 
L'olicy, which, according to its own un- 
conscious admission, is doing so well, 
and to put Bomething else — no one knows 
what — in its place. When the Gpvern- 
ment'B new policy — if it has a policy- 
is in operation sind works well for the 
country our cont»niporary may 
with Eoine ap])caraiico of reason, at- 
tribute any iaiproyeineiit i:i trade that 
may then be discernible to the Admin- 
istration it supports ; but to claim credit 
for it when it has not done what it has 
threatened to do, and what it is its de- 
clared policy to do. Is childishly absurd. 

The C;rit organ, it appears, has not 
noticed that Sir Charles Ilibbert Tapper 
expressly declared that the Conservative 
opposition does not propose to follow 
the bad example of its predecessor, 
.which was to preach " blue ruin " on all 
^occasions, in Bcasou and out of season. 



A FA LIS E mPEESSION. 



Aa election day aiiproaches the men 
engaged in the active work of the Presi- 
dential campaign are resorting to every 
possible device to ensure success. A very 
common electioneering dodge ia for the 
agents and organs of each party to do 
their very best to create the impression 
that the aide to which they respectively 
belong is sure to win. They know that 
in every community there are waverers 
and time-servers who want to be on the 
winning side. The party that in close 
contests gains the confidence of these 
classes of electors atanda a good chance 
of winning. 

The managers of the Presidential elec- 
tion sec the necessity of trying to con- 
vince the people that there can be nodoubt 
aa to which candidate is to be victorious 
on Tuesday next. They consequently 
have statements prepared which prove to 
a demonstration that both McKinley and 
Bryan is to be the next President. "We 
would not be at all surj)rised to learn 
that the time-servers arc completely be- 
wildered when they read and study the 
contradictory and conflicting statements 
that' are published for their instruction. 
The Republican statements prove, as far 
as hypothetical statements can prove 
anything, that Mr. McKiiiley will have a 
large majority of the votes oi the Elec- 
toral College. The forty-five States are 
divided between the candidates in such 
detail and with such confidence as to 
lead to the conclusion that the man who 
does not believe that McKinley will be 
the next President is either a fool or a 
fanatic. 

The Democratic, or rather the Popo 
cratic, accounts have the same appear 
ance of exactness, the same seeming 
fairness in giving doubtful states to the 
Uepublicans and the same indications of 
sincerity. But when the reader comes 
to look at the " totals " ho must be con- 
vinced that there has been great blun- 
dering or great rascality somewhere. It 
must seem impossible that men who are 
clear-headed, well-informed and honest 
could possibly diflTer so widely as do 
these political calculators— these cam- 
paign arithmeticians. 

Then there are mutual accusations of 
untruthfalness and fraud. The Popo- 
cratd say tliat the Republicans are 
spending immense sums of money and 
are buying not only electors by the thou- 
sand but electoral boards by the dozen. 
The Uepublicans, on their part, declare 
that the Bryanites are using every kind 
of falsehood and fallacy to set class 
against class, the rich against the poor, 
and that victory for the Popo- 
crals will be the signal not only 
for commercial disturbance but 
for social war. The Uepublicans 
are evidently trying hard to alarm easy 
going people who are not in the habit of 
taking a part in the elections. How 
much truth there is in the alarmist 
appeals that are being made, it is liard to 
say. There can be no doubt that some of 
Bryan's speeches liave given ground for 
alarm, but everyone knows how soon 
after the election is over excitement 
subsides, and no matter which party 
wins people go back to the old ways and 
the ailairs of the country are carried 
on with marvellously little change.

It ia also believed that consumption, 
particularly in its early stages, can be cur- 
ed. '■ The niarvelloua success," says the 
Jlontreal Star, "of Dr. Trudeau'a institu- 
tion at Sarouac Lake in the Adiroiidacka 
has put beyond a doubt the curative 
power of pure dry air in the vast ma- 
jority of cases. Air appears to be meat 
for the man and poison for the germ, 
thus waging a double warfare against 
the disease by strengthonini; the jjatieut 
and killing the enemy." 

If those who are attacked by tuber- 
culosis can be cured, and if, by isolating 
consuniplive patients, the disease can be 
prevented from spreading, the convic- 
tion of enthusiasts that this scourge of 
the human race can be conquered does 
not appear to be unreasonable. It fol- 
lows then that those who are engaged 
in the beneficent work of trying to cure 
consumptives and to kill consumption 
deserve all the encouragement that can 
be given them.

CONSUMPTION. 



It has been observed that the deaths 
from consumption in Great Britain have 
of late years been a))preciably dimin 
iahed. Part of this diminution haa been, 
and very, properly, attributed to a better 
and more intelligent observance of the 
laws of health. Good sanitary regula 
tiona, well enforced, have the eflfectof 
lessening the virulence of diseases of all 
kinds, and of causing some to disappear 
almost altogether. But consumption is 
not yet considered one of the diseases 
that can bo prevented to any great ex 
tent by precautions and rules that apply 
to the whole of the popnlations of cities 
The diminution of the death rate from 
consumption in Great Britain has, it is 
said, been caused chiehy by tlie general 
recognition of the infectiouancsa of the 
disease. The belief that consumption or 
" decline " ia " catching " has been long 
entertained by a comparatively few ob 
servant persons. They have seen the 
disease spread through whole families 
that were previous to its introduction 
perfectly healthy, and, aa far as was 
known, without any hereditary taint 
The conclusion they came to that the 
ilisease was'imparted in some.way from 
one member-bf the family to another 
was natural and logical, but it was not 
generally regarded aa sound. But medi- 
cal science haa discovered that these un- 
learned observers had hit upon 
true cause of consumption in

DEATH CAME SUDDENLY. 

Ur. W, Ralph Hlggins Passes Away ARer a 
Very Short Illness. 

It was with a sense of personal be- 
reavement that Victorians heard yester- 
day of the death of Mr. \V. Ralph Hig- 
gins, eldest son of the Hon. D. W. and 
Mrs. Higgins, and one of the best known 
and most highly esteemed of British 
Columbia's native sons. Few had known 
even of the fact of his brief illness, while 
no one bad anticipated its fatal termin- 
ation, the knowledge that he had pf ssjcd 
away being, therefore, almost beyond 
belief. Until a week ago last Sunday 
Mr. Higgins was in the enjoyment of 
normal health. Then he became seized 
witlia malady which confined him to his 
bed and which grew more and more dis- 
tressing, until his medical advisers de- 
cided that an operation alone could save 
his life— with its success also extremely 
doubtful. The sufferer was removed to 
yt. ,Jose])h'8 hospital where the opera- 
tion was performed yesterday by Drs. 
Davie and Jlelmcken. The hope of its 
success vaniflhetl, however, as soon as 
the surgeons' work had been ilone, and 
])oor Will expired a few momenta after- 
wards. 

The deceased was born in this city 
just thirty years ago, and with the ex- 
ception of a year or two devoted to the 
completion of his education in l^aatern 
Canada and in Europe, his boyhood and 
manhood were spent in Victoria. After 
enjoying the advantages aflbrded by the 
public and high schools here he studied 
for some time in Toronto, chiedi' with 
Dr. Tasse, going to London later to be- 
come a pupil of the Royal Colletre of 
jNfusic, and completing his studies in 
singing — of which ho^vas^ond — in sunny 
Najdes. 

Returning to the city of his birth some 
ten years ago he becameainemlierof the 
firm of KIlis i<: Co., upon the purchase 
by them of the Coi.oNi.^iT from his father, 
Hon. D. W. Higgins, and the hitter's re- 
tirement from the field of active journal- 
ism. Alter a few years' experience 
of newsjiaper publication the deceased 
retired from the firm and engaged 
for a time in real estate and insurance 
business, then paying a second extended 
visit to -Europe, and on his return to 
this province accepting a position in the 
Department o( Education, whicli he held 
at the time- of bis demise. He was 
united in marriage several years ago to 
Miss Ilelmcken, a daughter of Hon. ,1. 
S. Helmcken, who survives him, and to 
whom the sincerest sympathy of all 
classes is now extended in this "her hour 
of bereavement. 

Genial and manly in his tastes and 
disjiositions, a friend of true athletics, a 
lover and talented exponent of good 
music and a generous and open hearted 
worker in every charitable and philan- 
thropic cause, the late Mr. Higgins bad 
many, many friends and not one enemy. 
Hia calling away in the prime of young 
manhood has become a personal sorrow 
with all who knew him.

Steamer "City of Topeka " Arrives 
—No Yukon Mail— Placer 
Mining. 



It was not a pleasurable change of 
weather which the City of Toi)eka ex- 
perienced when she arrived here from 
Alaskan ports yesterday morning, the 
high wind and storms which she bad 
encountered throughout her entire voy- 
age held with her still— and oh ! bow it 
rained. The steamer as usual brought 
down a large number of miners, but one 
expected passenger, Mr. William Moore, 
the Canadian mail carrier to the Yukon, 
did not arrive, nor did any mail come 
down from that section of the country. 
The Topeka, however, brings news 
of the arrival of William T. Fee, 
E. Sullivan and .Joseph Buss at 
Juneau from Circle City, these three 
men being among those who it was fear- 
ed would not reach the frontier before 
navigation closed. j\Ir. Fee, who ia one 
of the best known miners and prospec- 
tors in Alaska, started for the Yukon 
country in the sjiring of 1S93, and has 
discovered some of the best paying creeks 
in the Birch creek diggings — Deadwood. 
Independence and Tiio Pup, the latter 
stream being a tributary to Deadwood. 
" The ground owned by John Howard 
on Deadwood creek is probably the 
richest yet found in the Yukon," 
says the Alaskan Searchlight. "The 
claim is No. 19. It is about three cuts 
wide (48 feet), and the ground has so far 
averaged from 5 to 1 Ij^ ounces per day 
to the man. The pay streak is from two 
to four feet wide and is located about 
seven feet below the surface. Howard 
had 1'5 men emjiloyed lor a short time 
during the season, and cleaned up in the 
neighborhood of .*25,000, besides paying 
working expenses. Another exception- 
ally good claim on Deadwood creek is 
the one in which a tialf interest was this 
season sold by Jim Cliisholm to Chris 
Harrington. 'The latter paid !f('),OOU for 
liis share in the claim, and after making 
the first clean-up of tin; three strings of 
boxes, the result of about twelve 
days' work, the clean-u|) amounted 
to a little more than he liad 
paid out for his share in the property. 
Forty Mile has'once more been thrown 
into a fever of excitement over the re- 
cent gold discoveries in the Clondyke 
district. The discovery was made by 
George McClellan upon Bonanza creek, 
a tributary of the Clondyke. McClel- 
lan, with the assistance of three Indians, 
claims to have taken out about •'flOO a 
day. Bonanza craek is about 1-5 miles 
long. It empties into Clondyke creek 
about three miles above where the latter 
stream empties into the Yukon river. 
It is aliout 'lu miles from Forty Mile 
post, and already about 200 claims 
iiave been located upon it." The Search- 
light also reports a rather unusual acci- 
dent to the steamer Lucy. She was en- 
gaged in manipulating the wire.s across 
the channel opposite Auk village. The 
smokestack in some way or other got en- 
tangled with the wire. The tide was 
running swift and a stiff breeze was 
blowing, which swung the boat round 
and caused her to keel over on her beam. 
The water rushed in with terrible force. 
Capt. James Haley and ICnginoer I\Iur- 
giin were the only persona on board. 
Haley, who is an expert swimmer, 
commanded Morijan to push the hatch 
overboard, sei/.o a life preserver and east 
hiniHelf into th(! briny deep, saying that 
he (IJaley) would take care of himself. 
Haley took in the situation and coolly 
walked along the smokestack, which was 
then in a horizontal position, and with 
one slash of his jackknife severed the 
wire. The boat immediately righted 
herself, hut only just (loafed. It was a 
close call, and had it not been for Capt. 
Haley's cool courflge and presence of 
mind the Lucy would have gone down 
in 20 fathoms" of water. 

' THE IIELGA CAROLINE S.\FE. 

The little schooner Helga Caroline, of 
Taconia, which was leported by the 
Juneau .Mining Record of October 21 as 
lost, is safe. She was delayed on her 
passage by heavy storms and compelled 
twice to seek ahelter in coast coves. 
While lying at .shelter in Cross Sound, 
the entrance to Glacier Bay, one of her 
15 passengers to Juneau was lost on an 
island while hunting and was not found. 
Ho went by the familiar name of Dan. 
The second day after putting into the 
sound three men, including Dan., 
took guns and went liunting for 
deer on the island. Early in 
the day one of the men became dis- 
couraged and returned to the ship. Dan 
and the other man continued the hunt. 
They found a deer's trail and parted in

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the' hunt for the animal. Finding the 
chase unprofitable the second man re- 
turned to the vessel near dusk. No 
signs were seen of Dan the next day and 

a party was sent to search the island for 
him. The search was continued until 
the vessel had been there nine days and, 
supplies running low, she was compelled 
to proceed without him. The searehes 
were thorough. Every man on board 
the vessel turned out daily with the ex- 
cejitioii of one watchman. The place 
is very mountainous and covered 
with heavy trees and thick under- 
brush. Guns were discharged regularly 
and shouts sent up at intervals, but no 
answer came. Heavy rains fell during 
the search. It is thought that Dan must 
have fallen over some cliff and been 
killed. There is no hope of bis getting 
off the island, if he is alive, unless some 
passing vessel or a party of traveling 
Indian hunters should happen along. 
Dan went to the Inlet last spring on the 
steamer Albion from San I'rancisco. He 
is a Canadian-Irishman, about 22 years 
old, and was stout and hale when he left 
the vessel. He left his trunk on the 
Caroline, which was not opened before 
the City of Tojieka left Juneau. There 
was talk in Juneau of getting up a party 
to go to the island in search of the man. 
Captain Nelson of the Caroline, ofl'ered 
to take a party there free. Dan had a 
good gun, and a small amount of ammu- 
nition. 

MAKIM-; XOTICS. 

Another ocean disaster has to be re- 
corded. A telegram from Buenos Ayres 
to the Merchants' l*;xchange states that 
the British sliij) Columbia, from Swan- 
sea to Oregon to load wheat, was totally 
lost on Cape Blanco. The captain and 
crew were saved. 

Tug Lorne after towing the ship City 
of Glasgow to Tacoma, left for sea last 
evening with the bark Kenyon, Captain 
Hudeujc. The latter, which has been in 
ICsquimalt for some time, has been char- 
tered to load grain at Portland. 

The British bark Orealla will be in to- 
day to receive the remainder of her 
cargo. She is expected to sail for JOug- 
land about Thursday next. 

The Norwegian steamer Tyr unloaded 
her cargo of sugar in 05 hours which is 
said to bo record time at the port of 
Vancouver. 

The Chilian ship Hindostan has left 
Liuiqai for Vancouver.

An UnusnaliV Mean and Contempt- 
ible Attaelf— To Influence tlie 
Peudii^?

An apoloey haa been tendered to Sir 
Charles Tapper by the government or- 
gan at Halifax for tlio slander it pub- 
lished and circulated with regard to Inm 
jaati,before the last conteat. It is alto- 
gether donbtfal that the mendacity in 
which the Liberal leaders and journals 
indulged in daring the campaign of 189(> 
has over been exceeded in any previous 
election. The disgrace uommonccd with 
the leader himself, who was notiishamed 
to travel Ontario telling the people that 
certain public money — money in wliich 
hisown'lirm liad Iionostly participated 
— hud been given to lawyers as booille. 
It ■was renewed by tlio same p;eutleuian 
on tlio floor of tlie House, wlien lie at- 
tributed to ]hb leading opponent an 
opinion oflensive to an important class 
in tl]0 community, wliioli opinion, us 
Mr, Laurler well Ijnew — for the thiufr 
had been proven to be an invention — 
had never been uttered. 

Mr. Lanrier set tlie jiace, and liis com- 
panions in arms, following liis example, 
misrepresented to their hearts' content. 
His closest and dearest friend, Paeaud, 
of Quebec, opened fire on Conservative 
leaders tn that provinee. This Reform 
etates'tnan related in a most circumstan- 
tial manner that Mr. Angers had accept- 
ed $25,000 as boodle from a contractor 
■with the provincial government. See- 
ing that Pacaud has dealt in large figures 
— $100,000 being his charge in the Hale 
des Chaleurs transaction— one would 
almost be inclined to think that liis 
ground of complaint against Mr. Angers 
would be that lie had cut the tarih'. lint 
this was not Pacaud's objection to tlie 
alleged Angers deal. Pacaud was mo- 
mentarily virtuous, and he objected to 
the receipt by Air. Angers of any njoney 
at all. Mr. Angers forced Pacaud into 
court to prove his charge. 

The Liberal statesman at once pleaded 
that he did not refer to Mr. Angers, but 
to some otlier person of the same name, 
to whom he could not point. This wouUl 
not go down with the courts, and the 
scamp, unable to substantiate his inven- 
tion, for it was utterly unfounded, oll'er- 
ed an abject apology. The Toronto or- 
gan was not to bo out-lied by Pacaud. It 
was as earnest in tlie cause of honesty as 
he. From it was emitted the scoundrel- 
ly announcement that Sir Charles Tap- 
per had passed orders-in-council aegre- 
gating fourteen millions of dollars, 
which money was to be distributed os- 
tensibly for railway bnilding purposes, 
hat really for the corruption of ihe elec- 
ts tors. Mr.-Laurier saw this story denied. 
But with the denial before him he had 
the assurance to stand before a Toronto 
audience and repeat it as if he supposed 
it to be true. Seeing that the party 
leader countenanced and encouraged 
falsehood, the minor politician who 
wrote, and had printed in the form of an 
Ottawa dispntch, dated May 28, this 
glanderous concoction is possibly to be 
excused ; 

"Sir Charles Tupper, after returning 
here from VVinnipeg, and before leaving 
for Nova Scotia, called at Ottawa Uni- 
versity, accompanied by Sir Hibbert, 
and had a long interview with Arch- 
bishop Langevin. After the interview- 
was over the Premier turning to His 
Grace, said: ' Your Grace, I am going 
on an important mission, and I will feel 
all the more secure if I have your bless- 
ing before I leave.' Archbishop Lange- 
van consented, and Sir Charles dropped 
on his knees before His Grace, while the 
latter blessed him. Sir Cliarles kissed 
the bishop's ring. Sir Hibbert and tils 
pa were observed to siuile over the affair 
as they drove away from the university. 
It was a good Catholic who knows all 
about it that told your correspondent, 
and he was very much disgusted over 
the use which bis religion' was being 
put to." • ' 

Here was an niitruth sent out under 
Liberal auspices to affect the then pend- 
ing election. The libel for which the 
party organ at Halifax has come to its 
Icnees was unuaually mean and con- 
temptible. It has been the aim of Mr. 
Laurier and his party, by insinuations, 
to cultivate the slanderous opinion that 
Sir Charles Tupper liaa grown wealthy, 
jiiid that he has accumulated his alleged 
wealth by dishonest means. 2\'o 
jnan in the party ever did more 
than insinuate, and hint, and imply 
until this Halifax sheet presented 
the direct charge for which Sir Charles 
was no doubt waiting. Immediately 
that it came the accuser was , placed in a 
position to prove his statements. He 
could not prove tbem. He knew they 
were false. But he could apply for post- 
ponements of his trial until the election 
was over, and then, having done such 
injury as served Mr. Laurier and his 
otiier masters, ho could, in order to 
escape punishment, tieclare himself a 
liar, and beg of Sir Charles Tupper to be 
forgiven.

;:iiiculated to prejudice or interfere with 
the fair trial of the actions now pending 
against tlie railway comjiaiiy and the 
city in regard to the Point Ellicc bridge 
accident. Mr. IMcPhillipa argued that 
the article spoke of the tram way com- 
pany aa having gone into the hnncis of a 
receiver to evade its responsibility in the 
matter of the bridge claims, and other 
comments were made that were calculat- 
ed to prejudge the eases now sub judice. 
In effect the article stated that there was n 
conspiracy by the company to evade 
their liabllitlos. Mr. McPhillips cited a 
number of authorities showing that 
while conteni])t ia not nhvays punished 
by imprisonment a line in addition to 
the costs is often iiii;)os(>d. 

Ml-, Arcihi'r iNlartin, for the defence, 
took a i)reliiuinary olijcction that it hati 
not been shown that Mr. Scaife was con- 
nected with the Province at the time the 
article appeared or that he had any- 
thing to do with the article. 

Mr. jMol'hillipa was aware that the 
point, iniylit he raised but he did not 
consider it fatal.

Wheat Will React, After mieh It 
Will Continue to 
Advance. 



Statement by a Member of the Most 
Iiupoi'taiit hulina 
House. 



Xf.w Yiiiiic, Oct. 2!). — A (li.spatch to the 
World from Linicioii eays: A remarkable 
leature of thfl situation, one plainly indi- 
cating a belief that higher prices are com- 
ing, is that the farmers in the wheat grow- 
ing districts of England arc liriiily holding 
on to their stock, oven though tiic ligurea 
now obtaiiicU are much higher than they 
ever hoped to see again. The continued 
absence of rain from the Punjaub district 
and the iiicnsureH now being arranged by 
the Kasl I ndian goveriiment to deal with a 
pcssilde fainino, sconi certain to iiial;c 
lar(!e demands on tlic luarkct next month. 

Vour correspondent had a talk with Jlr. 
Sclinmnscli, tlio manager of the gr<!at lirm 
of K. D. Sassooii A- Co., of London and 
Itoiiibay. the largest and most iinportaiit 
Loiuloii lioiise in the Ivist Tnilian trade. It 
M'at his purcliiise of several oargoc.y for 
]ioml)ay last week that caused tlie lirst de- 
cided advance in prices, llv says ; 

'• ! consider the prospect of the in.lrkpt 
e.i;crrlleiit for .some months to come, not- 
wilh.standin^' the price of wlicat shows a 
downward leiidciicy. It has now fallen to 
32s, and I believe it will drop to .'tOs, from 
which point it will rise steadily in a 
healthy, stable manner. The poor potato 
crop, bothiieieand on the continent, must 
be taken into consideration as an import- 
ant element in ])redicting the grain out- 
look. It is almn.si certain that on this ac- 
count I'l-aiice will boconie an importer, and 
wlu'ii France be|,'iiis to iiiiport, prices will 
go up 2 or .'I sliillings in a week, fiorniany 
and Jlollaiid also have sullcred in tlieiV 
potato crd)!, so tliev, too, will bccunic liii- 
jiortiTS, wliicli will riicroasc the strength of 
thu market and maintain prici's al a good 
level. 

"As to India, the price of wheat will not 
be felt there for some months, anyway, us 
they have enough stock to keep tbem go- 
ing. It cannot j'ct be said with certainty 
that they will have a famine at nil. Unin 
iniiy come, and if it does, the crop will 
1)0 saved. Of course, the stocks in India 
are hold Ijy specubitnrs. who may 
iiinnipulalo tin; ma!i;ot,.iu wliioli event we 
shall hare cxeimit; tinu'S. 'J'lio importa- 
tion of wheat into India ha.s reached so far 
only moderate pro])ortions. Iboughtlhree 
cargoes and luioUier linn bought one cargo 
for in<lia. That is all. 

" A3 to Argentine, wo estimate that we 
shall get 4,000,1)00 qnartors at least from 
there, 

"The reaction in the market is iliie to a 
stable state of uervoiisiiess i)rod\iced by an 
incursion of outsider.s when prices began to 
improve. This reaction will jirovo bene- 
licial in shaking oir llie weal; holders, when 
trade will begin to improve, as already e.x- 
nlaiiied, on a stable liealthy basis, aiul 
prices will rise steadily." »

Five Formal Addresses to Entlm- 
siastic Electors From Oliio 
and Indiana. 



What All the Contention la About— 
Ex-President Harrison's Tole- 
grrani to Chicag:o. 



Canton, Oct. 30.— Historians of tlie cam- 
paif;n ut' ISIC will record Thursday, ( icto 
ber 2!), as one of the red letter days. 

Major McKiiiley made live formal ad- 
dresses, the lust to seven car loads of 
people coming irom Fulton and Willinius 
couiitios, Oliio, and De Kiilb and other 
northwestern counties of Indiana. There 
were two introductory addresses. The live 
audiences aildiessed wore composed of four- 
teen dele;^Mtion3 in which were railroad 
iiicii, business men and manufacturers, 
farmers, mechanics, miners, oil men, glass 
workers, iron workers, bankers, profes- 
sional men, printers, men and women 
oflioe employes, coming from four states, 
west Virginia, Pennsylvania, Indiana and 
Ohio. 

Besides the live speeches, Jfaj. jrcKinlev 
received a large number of inilivichial cul[- 
cr.s from all over the country, shook liaiids 
with a large party of wonioii stenographers 
from Akron, who had a tallylio in the par- 
ade, and who \vere afterward reccivetl by 
Maj. McKinley's motlier. He also spoke 
informally in his library to the directors 
and ofllcers of the German Deposit bank, of 
Pittsburg, nnd made a brief address in the 
same place, reapondiiig to the greetings of 
a small party of business men and manu- 
facturers of tittsburg. 

In response toj. 1!. Tenipler, of Swanton, 
O., and ,1. C. Veiiir, of liutler, Ind., who 
spoke on behalf of Fulton and Wiiliiims 
counties, 0., and Northwestern Indiana, 
Mai. Mclvinley said; 

Your call upon me tliis afternoon from 
two great states of tho American Union is 
most gracious and gratifying. "We are for- 
tunate tills year that otir contention is of 
that character that its discussion is suita- 
ble to any state of the country. What is 
good for one part of t lie United States is 
good for uiiotlier; what is good lor Ohio is 
good for Indiana, and what is good for the 
N'ortli is good for the South. 1 am glad to 
note the deej) interest the people of tlie 
country are taking in the election now but 
a few days oil'. I was struck by an expres- 
sion of your spokesman that you were ready 
for the contest. I believe the people every- 
where beneath our Hag are ready for the 
contest. ■ 

1 believe there has been no time in our 
history since the war that the peojnewere 
,so anxious and ini]]atient to vote ami so de- 
cided in their conviction as to the character 
of tlicir voles as they are this year— ISIKi. I 
believe that on t he :'!nl day of November 
the venlict of thi' Anu'iican peoole will be 
ibr good sound money, for public faitli, 
public morals and protection. (Applause.) 

It seems almost incomprehonsiblo that 
thij proposition which conies from a cer- 
tain quarter to debase the standard of value 
in this country, and degrade our currency, 
with which We arc doing our business — it 
seems almost incomprcliensilile, I say, 
t hat it sluiclil have any lodgment in the 
heart, of any .\ n'.oi'ieini. If there is ,'in\' 
one tiling in giiveiiiineiit tliat should be as 
lixeil, stai>le and uiuarying in value, as the 
will of man can make it, it is the cur- 
rency that measures the exchanges of the 
jieople and is given in exchange for their 
products and labor. We don't wont any 
jjoor moiifiv in the, United Stotes. (Aji- 
plause.) The experience of mankind has 
lieen that whenever poor money has been 
used, the lois has fallen on tho jworpeojile 
of the country. 

1 f tlie while-bearded men of this audi- 
ence will allow their nieiiiories to sweep 
back t hey will recall that in the days be- 
fore tlie "war, when we had state bank cur- 
rency, wlv'iiever the farmer sold his wheal 
at tlie markets and took the bank ntjtes 
timt were Rood at that hour, tho next day 
he discovered the • bank was broken* and 
the value of his wheat therefore taken from 
liim. Y/c'don't want any such money as 
that, or anvthiiig' a|)proae,liing it. (Loud 
■cheers.) We want what we have now, the 
best money in the world, every dollar of it 
as good as'gold, every dollar as good as the 
best luoney in tlm"civilizeil nations. A 
dollar that 'is not only good in one state, 
but good in every slate; not only good in 
;ill tlu! .-states, but good in all the great 
nations of the world, passing current 
always for its face value. 

There is nothing tliat cheats labor, the 
farmer, the producer or laboring man lik(! 
an unstable and lluctuating money. We 
want our money to be as sinind as our goy- 
<'rnment, and "there is no governiiient in 
the world any sounder than (Uirs. (Cheers.) 

T'hen we want a reltirn to that Ainerican 
policy in.'iuirnratcd at the very beginning 
of the goviTiunent bvMie lirst president of 
the I'nited States anfl tlio lirst congress 
that assembled under the constitution— the 
American jiolicy that will raise enough 
jnoneyto run t'hu government by placing 
tarill'tf undn imports; and then, when we 
are levying tariirs. we will adjust them to 
protect tlie American workshoii, the .\ineri- 
<'an market and the American ]>eupk'. We 
want to get away from the debl-nrjking 
bonds from which we have been sulfering, 
and we want to get on a basis that will 
enable the government to pay as it goes. 
(Cheers.) 

Then we want to put the people on the 



same basis, for they have not lieen upon 
it for the last three rind a half years. The 
policy we have had the last four years has 
not only dejilcted the ]iulilic treasury, but 
the savings, earnings and incomes of the 
peojile. We can make this govdrnnieiit 
just what we want it. Wo have that power 
among ourselves. The ballot that you 
next Tuesday will put in the box must ex- 
presa tho free will of the men of the United 
States, and that, I am sure," will be on the 
side of good money, pr()Ecotio'h';(oheer8), 
reeiiirocitv, the supremacy:oflaw'^;and' op- 
position to riot arid public disorder. (Great 
applause.) 

I believe the voice of Iniliana and Ohio 
will both be in favor of maintaining the 
Federal judiciary of the country always in- 
corruptible ami always in time of trouble 
our safeguard and our mainstay— the bul- 
wark of our liberties. I thank you for this 
call, and bid you carry back for me to the 
friends you have left at home luy best 
wislics and kindest regards. 

In his adilress to the delegates from Tlan- 
cock ami Seneca counties, Jlajor McKinley 
said in part : 

1 am glad to meet this re)n-escntativc 
body, coming from all callings, occupations 
and iirofessiouH from these two counties, 
and 1 am especially glad to meet the good 
women who honor me with their presence 
to-day. No cause can go very far wrong if 
it has the ajiproval of those who preside 
over tho American home, and we would all 
of us get on better, botli in public and ])ri- 
vate allairs, if we talked it over more with 
our M'ives, mothers and sisters, and took 
them into our conlidence. I am glad to 
know the women of this counlr>ca''o as 
deeply interested as the iiieu in the rightful 
seitleiuent of the public ciueslions that are 
upon us. ^ 

What is all this contention about? 
^\'!lat does it ineau that from one end of 
this country to the other, in every state 
and territory in tho American Union, there 
are asstunbled to-day millions of men dis- 
cussing cpiestions ol great national import ? 
What is the contention about'i' It is a 
(luestion as to wliether we are to continue 
doing business with good money or to cuni- 
meiice doing it with jioor money. This is 
the plain, simple (luestioii touching the 
great jirobleins of finance. 

We have to-day in this country as good 
money as can be found anywhere in tho 
world. Kvery dollar of It Is as good as 
gold and passes current anywltere. It is 
now proposed that we shall change this 
splendid financial system and enter njion 
a programme of irredeemable paper dol- 
lars or debased silver dollars. It seems to 
me tliat the naked statement i^f the propo- 
sition should bring its instant condemna- 
tion. If there is anythin.g the workingnian 
wants; if there is anything the merchant 
wants, or the farmer wants, that shall be 
stable, fixed and unvarying in value, it is 
tho money ho takes ni exchange for his 
labor or products. (Great applause. ) 

Cnic.vGo, Oct. 20,— Albert; J. Beveridgc, 
of Indiana, sjioke at tho Auditorium to- 
night under the auspices of tlie JInrquotte 
Republican Club. The hatl was lilled and 
all the speakers were greeted with eii- 
Ihuaiasni. liesides .\lr. lieveridgc, there 
were atUlrcsses from Chairman DeWitt and 
Jesse Spalding, of Chicago. lOx-president 
Harrison sent the following telegram: 

" I am very sorry that I cannot speak in 
Chicago. 1 1 Was in your city luid by your 
governor that the issue was newly raised 
that the enforcement of the national laws 
by the President and the United States 
courts was an invasion of the rights of the 
state. You should kill this dangerous 
heresy in the place of its birth. Law- 
abiding, peacelul communities, mutual 
good will, a full value dollar and home 
work for home folks will bring back the 
prosperity we have lost.

Witnesses State They Sold Their 
Interest to the Accused for 
Five Hundred Dollars. 



The preliminary hearing of the charce 
against J. A. Lawrence of obtaining 
money under false pretences was con- 
tinued in the police court yesterday, tlie 
examination of Captain McCallum talc- 
ing up nearly the whoie sitting. He 
told how, after the row with Lawrence, 
he had by means o£a'Bear6h''>varrant ob- 
tained posssBsion of bis .gold specimens 
witli the exception of a small bag of 
([uartz. Koforring to previous conversa- 
tions witness stated that Lawrence had 
claimed to bo worth .$200,000, and to be 
interested in several largo transactions. 

Caiitain McCallum was, during the 
afternoon, put throuiih a rigid cross-ex- 
aiiiiiiation liy Mr. Bodwell, for the de- 
fence. In regard to the piece of rich 
iDiarIz which Mr. Ditchburn had 
brought out to the mine on September 
25, witness had next seen it in the shack 
at the mine and had taken possession of 
it, keeping it ever since. This quartz 
was what Iiad aroused liis suspiciona 
against Dawreuce, and they were still 
further excited by the discovery at the 
bunk that liawronco had discounted the 
note after proiiiisinii not to do so. 

JNlr. Bodwell — "You were looking for 
trouble then?" 

The w-itnesa created some amusement 
by reidying : "Yes. I was looking for 
trouble." The idea he had had in his 
mind was that Lawrence liad, in giving 
Mr. Ditchburn tlie gold specimen, tried 
to get soiuething about the claims put in 
the papers. Lawrence had also induced 
witness to talk to the press about the 
Goidstream claims. Witness, wlien he 
was anxious to get hack his specimens 
from Lawrence, was afraid that the gold 
amalgam had been used to salt the 
specimens given to the government. as- 
sayer. However, witness was now'of 
opinion that the gold amalgam had not 
been tamjiered -with, and that if assays 
were salted it was \viLli other gold. He 
did not, however, consider the Gold- 
stream property valiielosa even now. 

Mr. Bodwell closely ([uestioned the 
witness as to how he recognized aa his 
the particular specimen R-hicli Mr. 
Ditcliburn had ehowii. Captain Mc- 
Callum, liowever, said that lie could not 
desciibe it. 

" How do yon recognize it then?" \vas 
asked. 

" How does a shepherd recognize tlie 
faces of his sheep?" was the witness' 
retort, to the renewed amusement of the 
spectators. 

Three other witnesses were examined 
d u ring the afternoon — ^John Snider, Jolin 
Dalby and W. H. Snider. All gave prac- 
tically the same evidence. They had 
given Lawrence an interest in the GoW- 
atream claitns, and had then sold out to 
him their remaining intereat in the 
group of five chums in w-liich Captain 
McCallum says he afterwards purcliased 
an interest from Lawrence. The sum 
paid to tlie Sniders and Dalby was $500 
for their interest. 

The bearing of the case continues on 
Monday morning at 10 :80. ' 

UNJUST DISCRIMINATION. 

The Provincial Board of Horticulture Takes 
Action In the Interest of Britlsli 
Columbia Fruit Growers. 

Although a sister colony under the 
British Hag, the country over which .Sir 
Hercules Robinson presides as governor 
evidently kuow.s very little of Canadian 
fruit growing or of the vigorous stops 
that witbiii the past few yeats have been 
taken to keep the products of Canadian 
orchards the best and most wholesome 
in the world. This ignorance of facts is 
shown in section hve of a proclamation 
issued over Governor Eobinson's sig- 
nature in Idarch last, which paragraph 
reads thus: 

" The importation or. introduction of 
any stone-fruit ti-ee, or any fruit, scion, 
cutting, graft, root or seeil, the grow-th 
or product thereof, from the United 
States of -Vmerica or the Dominion of 
Canada is absolutely prohibited, and 
anyone importing or introducing such 
fruit tree or otfier arti<;le the growth or 
product thereof as aforesaid, shall upon 
conviction be subject to the iienalty pro- 
vided in the body of this proclamation, 
and in addition thereto the fruit tree or 
other article imported shall fortliwith 
1)0 destroyed." 

The penalty referred to, and provided 
elsewhere in this sweeping proclamation, 
is a tine not exceeding ilOO or in default 
imprisonment not longer than six 
months. "' , 

This unjust and ill-advised discrimin- 
ation against Canadian goodswas natur- 
ally the subject of considerable discus- 
sion at yesterday's meeting of the Pro- 
vincial Board of Horticulture, over wliich 
Mr. Thomas Cunningham, the perma- 
nent chairman, presided. The general 
opinion was that the trouble arose 
through a misconception of facte, and 
the outcome of the discussion was the 
adojilion of a resolution asking the gov- 
ernment of Cape Colony to investigate 
before condemning Canadian fruit and

fruit trees. Inr|uiry, it ia believed, will 
be promptly followed by the elimina- 
tion of the obnoxioua clause, so far at 
least aa it relates to this country. 

The hulk of the correspondence dealt 
with at yesterday's meeting related to 
fruit quarantining, in regard to which 
numerous valuable and practical sugges- 
tions were forthcoming. Some miscon 
ception had arisen in regard to the 
powers of (juarantine ofBcers, and these 
being disposed of, it was decided* that 
the regulations of the board shoulil here 
after be even more strictly enforced than 
in the jiast. Only one complaint has 
been made in regard to the regulations 
during the entire season, the importer in 
the case in iiueslioii having suffered 
through a misunderstanding — the result 
being delay in the inspection of a con 
signment. The eystem'haa on the -ivliole 
been found to w-ork well, and little if 
any friction now exists between tbo im- 
porters and the board, while the latter 
have been deluged, with letters of ap- 
proval and encouragement from the 
growers.

Considerable comment has been ex 

cited in this province during the past 
two or three seasons by the playing of a 
few profesaiouala on the reiiresentative 
provincial football teams — not profes- 
sional footballers but athletes who have 
ita some way or another lost their ama- 
teur status and have never regained it. 
The question arose whether or not the 
playing of these men jeopardized the 
amateurism of those playing with and 
against them, and President Judge of 
the Amateur Athletic Union was written 
to for information. In rejily the follow-- 
ing ruling was received : 

" There is no rule in the constitution 
or by-lawa of the Amateur Athletic 
Union that prohibits the playing of a 
i)rofessioiial athlete on any auiateur 
team, football, baeeball or any game 
wiiere two or more men entered as a 
team compete. Tiierefore a professional 
can iilay on an amateur team provided 
no amateur on the team receives any 
money or compensation whatever. Last 
year it was dill'erent, for then it was 
against the rules and such action would 
disqualify all tlie amateurs on the team, 
but early this spring the rules were 
again ciianged. Now, however, the 
managers of the A.A.U are working on 
another change so as to get the rule in 
better shape, as it is certainly wrong to 
leave it as it now stantts."
